To  the  Medical  Attendants,  the  Committee  offer  many  hearty 
thanks  for  their  valuable  services,  the  difficulties  and  responsibility  attendant  on  the  discharge  of  which  the 
Committee  fully  appreciate.  Lastly,  the  thanks  of  the  C(HUihittee  are  gratefnHy  acooi:ded  4o  -the  Matrmi,  Mi*. 
"Winter,  whose  unremitting  care  of  the  patients,  and  very  economiea)  mABogement  of  the  funds  of  the  charity,  have 
enabled  the  Committee  to  effect  an  amount  of  good,  which  could  not  othe!rwise  have  been  attained.
